Chapters as to their financial trans- 
actions and membership. 


Under the new system of decentra- 


lized administration recently adopted i 
under the direction ol Harvey D. Gib- i 
son. genera! manager of the lied Cross | 
the cliaplers will report In detail ev- 
ery month 10 the thirteen division 
macagors, who In turn will summar- 
ize the records of their respective 
divisions and rnport to national beau- 
quarters. All of the work formerly 
handled by the bureau oc membership 
at Washington will now be divided 
between these thirteen division head- 
quarters, at each of which a promi- 
nent business man. volunteering his | 
service's, is In charge. 


A ucaform system of • chapter ac- 


counting has been devised by 
the 


bureau -of standards, headed by Fred- 
erick P. Small, assiutant to the pres- 
ident of the American'Express com- 


j pony. While chapters which have al- 


ready in opcrarion a satisfactory sys- 
tem of accounting will not be re- 
quired to adopt the 
new method, 


which is a simplified form of double- 
entry book-keeping especially adapt- ] 
ed to Red Cross activities, all finan- 
cial reports will hereafter be made 
on standardized forms which will be 
furnished to the Chapters. 


•All chapter accounts are audited by 


the chapter's own auditing commit- 
tee, and ultimately all Red Cross ac- 
counts are audited by the War De- 
partment. 
Money received in pay- 


ment of war fund pledges will be 
sent directly to National 'Headquar- 
ters as heretofore, where a staff of 
experts loaned to the Red Cross by 
tho Central Trust company of 'jVew 
York is constantly at work on war 
fund collections. 


A considerable saving in bookkeep- 


ing will be effected by the decision 
to localize membership lists at chap- 
ter offices. 
Only summarized reports 


will be kept at division and national 
hea'dqaarters, and provision has been 
made for prompt correction of the 
mailing lists of the Red Cross maga- 
zine, which is sent to members whose 
subscription- amounts to two dollars 
or more. 


Much time will be saved by putting 


division headquarters. Instead of nat- 
ional headquarters at 'Washington, In 
charge of the routine necessarily in- 
volved in handling the records of the 
membership, -yrliJch recently passed 
the 4^100,000 mark.
